“I discussed the situation with the 
president recently and so did Dr. |

plete confidence that the situation can 
be handled. 

“The commission believes that 
neither the operators nor the miners 
will assume the responsibility of a 
lockout or strike. We realize that 
both are men of serious minds and 
realize the position they would be in 
before the public if. a suspension of 
anthracite mining occurred. Both 
sides realize that a suspension of op- 
erations in the anthracite mining } 
field would afford an opportunity to 
the bituminous miners to dispossess 
them of a large part of their market 
for anthracite coal,

Eberbach, Germany, August 12.—The 
man who was shot and killed yester- 
day by Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, the 
American draft evader, has been jden- 
tified as a Swiss named Karl Schmidt, 
of Lausanne, and the man wounded 
is sald to be Roger Sperber, an Amer- 
ican resident of Paris, 

Lieutenant Griffis, said to be an 
American; Faust Gagarin, a Russian 
and Eugene Nelson, supposed to be an 
American, who were seated in an auto- 
bile outside the hotel, in one of the 
rooms of which Bergdoll used his auto- 
matie pistol to save himself from being 
kidnaped, are under arrest here, 

Bergdoll several days ago returned 
to Eberbach from Switzerland to meet 
his mother, who had arrived from the 
United States. He again took’up his 
residence in a local hotel where he had 
been living during the past three years 
until he went to Switzerland. 

The local authorities assert that 
Bergdoll had been watched closely for 
several days by strangers living in the 
hotel. They expressed the belief that 
a plot to kidnap the .man, who is 
Wanted by the United States gover- 
nment, had been carefully planned and 
financed. Rope ladders, black jacks 
and a supply of. epiates are said to 
have been found in the possession of 
the men under arrest. The automobile 
in which it is bélieved Bergdoll was to 
have been taken off is described as 
a former American army car. 

Feeling High. 

Yocal feeling is running high 
against the men under arrest, Berg- 
doll continues to be popular with the 
natives.

So far 
as that goes, any accurate record 
of facts must inclade the statement 
that several other republican leaders, 
up to the time Harding died and 
Coolidge stepped into the _ picture, 
were with Johnson in thinking that 
as the republican candidate next 
year he conld stir up more interest 
and bring out more votes than any 
Other man. 

Before Harding’s death ;there were 
a good many state leaders who wisb- 
ed that somehow events might turn 
out so as to put Johnson at the head 
of the ticket, because they thought 
he could make a more stirring cam- 
prign and more surely carry soine 
of thé doubtful states than Harding 
could. These state leaders, although 
they wished they might nominate 
Joknson, didn’t intend to. Their in- 
tention was to nominate Harding by 
duress of the fact that he was al- 
ready in office. 

When Harding was eliminated by 
death, the first thought of this group 
| was that now they had their chance 
to put Johrson forward. Within 
the past week, however, that*state- 
ment subsided and was succeeded by 
the thought that Coolidge, if events 
zo well with him, may be a_ perfect- 
ly acceptable nominee next year. 

Will Hold Check. 

And so the net result of the discus- 
sions that took place last week was 
an informal decision to keep things in 
equilibrium. They are to be kept in 
equilibrium, but they are not to be 
let get out of control. The theory is 
not to put Johnson forward, dhd not 
to. put Coolidge forward. Most de- 
cidedly the intention is not to let 
Coolidge get into a position where he 
can control things and get the nomina- 
tion for himself regardless of the 
powerful senatgrs and state leaders. 
The way to avbid this is to have a 
convention in which thete will be a 
largeenumber of favorite sons, with 
their state delegations pledged _ to 
them. The aggregate of these favorite 
son delegations will be under the cen- 
trol of roughly the same senators and 
leaders who nominated Harding. With 
such control, they think they can 
watch Coolidge and give him the 
nomination or withdraw it from him 
accerdi to their judgment ‘of his 
acts din deserts, and especially ac- 
cording to their approval or disap- 
proval of his attitude toward them. 

That is the situation. so far as 
there can be said to be a plan. It 
ts subject to chnge. Most particular- 
ly it is eg oo to what Coolidge’s 
friends may atoward going after 
the nomination aggressively. Also, it 
is subject, obviously, to the impression 
Coolidge may make on the general 
public. As regards Johnson, his main 
chance of an opening for throwing his 
hat in the ring depends to a large de- 
gree on Coolidge giving him an issue 
by taking any step on the interna- 
tional court, or in the field of foreign 
relations, contrary to Johnson’s prin- 
eiples as an isolationist. 

Because Senator Moses, of New 
Hampshire, came out for Coolidge 


jlast week, soon after talking with 


Coolidge, there has been acute suspi- 
cion on the part of friends of the in- 
ternational court that Coolidge must 
have given Moses asstirances satisfac- 
tory to him as an extreme enemy of 
the court. This inference is a joke. 
For one thing, the public must now 
learn to give,a’ new and extremely 
restricted meaning to the words, 
“talking with the president.” Under 
the new regime, that phrase means 
that the caller talks and the president 
listens. For another thing, it would 
be contrary to everything f#idamental 
in Coolidge’s habit of mind if he 
should give such an assurance, or if 
ke should take at so early a date a 
definite stand on the world court. It 
sufficiently explains Moses’ move to 
remember.that New Hampshire is a 
New England state, and as such al- 
most as much under obligation to he 
for Coolidge as Massachusetts itself. 
Also, if Coolidge should later endorse 
the court, Moses cotild then be in the 
even stronger position of raising his 
hands to Heaven ‘and disavowing 
Coolidge for high conscience’’ sake.

HEALTH TALKS

“THOSE RIDICULOUS ROLLS. 


Fat folks who persist in imagining 
that one can roll fat ‘off need expect 
no merey if they write anything like 
that to me. If I have sometimes re- 
ferred to somersaults as “rolls,” I did 
it for the kindly and sy mpathetie pur- 
pose of mitigating the dreadful effect 
of possible somersaults attempted ac- 
cording to the description of a lexico- 
grapher who, in his 1890 edition, ad- 
vised readers to take a flying leap in 
the’air. That was an air spring 
course. Jn calling somersaults “rolls” 
I hoped to keep the somersaulter on 
solid earth,. One rolls, not ilke a ship, 
as some fat folk have fondly imagined, 
but like a hoop. 

To somersault successfully, one re- 
quires only a space about 3x8 feet, 
and for the beginner maybe a mat to 
muffle the noise more than for pro- 
tection. . A cushion not less than 
2x5 feet. an inch or two thick, stuffed 
with hair, covered with khaki, denim 
or some such stuff, makes a handy 
somersault cushion, when space must 
be economized. Ideally one should 
have a long hallway or stretch to roll 
’em off in strings of three or more 
each day. With the little cushion, of 
course, there is room for but one each 
way. The finished somersaulter needs 
no cushion or mat.or- rug. After a 
few weeks’ practice one should be 
able to rol] ’em forward, at any rate, 
ever the bare floor or rug or carpet. 
Remember, a somersaulter never leaves 
the solid ground, 

The secret of a neat and workman- 
like job lies jn curling up and staying 
curled up until you are over and up 
again on your feet. The starting po- 
sition is'a crouched or squatting one, 
with the hands on the floor palms 
down fingers forawrd and outwadr. 
and the crewn of the head on or near 
the floor between the hands. Having 
achieved this posture, one need but 
let go, giving a little push with the 
toes, and the trick is done. If at first 
you don’t come upon your feet. it is 
because you have straightened out. 
Keep curlde like a ball. Tf the first few 
attempts. produce vertigo. stars’ or 
even more startling upsets, that. ts 
only proof, a kind of indication of 
your need of just-such treatment, for 
it shows that you have a lot of slacker 
b stagnating in ‘the. great splan-

?Why the Weather? 


DR. CHARLES F. BROOKS. 


Secretary, American Meteorologi- 
ical Society, tells of: 


Eighteen Hundred 
And Froze to Death 


Early in the year when announce- 
ment was made of continued abnormal 
warmth in the Arctic ocean and the 
arrival of unprecedented vast masses 
of ice in the north Atlantic, the 
weather alarmist dwelt with relish 
on the possibility of a repetition of 
the famous summer of “eighteen-hun- 
dred-and-froze-to-death,” meaning the 
year 1816, the summer of which was 
filled with strange, disastrous con- 
trasts of weather, from 100 in the 
shade to snowstorms. Looking back- 
ward, the alarmist has the @®lace of 
knowing that the present summer in 
eastern North America hag had cer- 
tain points in common with that of 
more than a century ago, when crops 
failed begause of excessive cold weath- 
er which, however, was punctuated 
with hot spells of terrific intensity. 

In 1816, according. to Perley’s his- 
toric storms of New England, about 
May 23 three hot days occurred which 
gave Salem, Mass., the hottest weath- 
er in 10 years, 101 degrees. On June 
So it was again bot in Salem, the mer- 
cury rising to 92. But the next morn- 
ing it was 43 degrees. and there were 
snow flurries in parts of Massachu- 
settes. On the 7th snow covered the 
ground at .Newton, Mass., and was 
a foot deep in. Williamstown, Mass. 
Yet on June 23-24 came tnmree days 
of 93, 101 and 100 degrees in Salem. 
Then followed more cold weather. 

This summer, likewise, bas had its 
cool weather and hot spells. There 
was even snow reported in July in 
the Berkshires and in the Canadian 
northwest. The hot waves of June 


same as those of 1816. The dryness 
of the air coming off the cold waters 
of the enlarged and well-iced Labra- 
dor current, the abnormally cold 
Great Lakes, and presumedly the 
Hudson Bay as well, bas curtailed 
clouainess. Ag long as the winds 
blew from off the cold water’ the 
weather stayed cool in spite of the 
sunshine. But when the wind shift- 
ed to a westerly direction the tem- 
perature bounded up as the hot iir 
was transported from the center of the 
continent, which had been out of the 
reach of the coolness of the est 
winds, but nad not escaped their dry- 
ness.

The Constitution and the North Amer- 
ican Newspaper Alliance. : 

One hundred and thirty celebrities 
named the ten books they had enjoyed 
most. 

Throughout this survey, the delight 
to be derived from books was em- 
phasized. The authors and critics, 
virtuosi and poets, financiers and 
prize fighters were requested to reveal 
in these lists not the greatest books 
of all time, not the ten best books— 
but simply the books that gave them 
the most genuine and most enduring 
enjoyment. ‘ 

Masterpieces that are publicly 
praised and secretly shunned were 
ruled out at the beginning. 

Shakespeare Is Really Read. 

This symposium was started as @ 
search for the books that are really 
enjoyed and cherished—books that are 
read and re-read, books that live In 
the heart and mind of the reader, 
books that are rousing adventures, 
books that are flesh-and-blood 
realities. “ 

Here was a new approach to a 

familiar theme. In the past most 
uests of this sort resulted in pon- 
leased lists of classics, weighted down 
with academic authority, laden with 
dust of reference room and uniform 
editions. This symposium, instead, is 
a roll-call of rapture. 

Shakespeare out-tops them all. 

That is the dominant trend of the 
replies. Sensing the spirit of. the 
question, many of the celebrities al- 
most apologized for putting this sure- 
fire name on their lists. Some of 
them explained, rather shamefacedly, 
that they could not in all honesty 
leave Shakespeare off, despite the 
fact that every man’s credo ranks 
him as the greatest writer of all 
time. & 

Thirty votes io ges for Shakes- 
mare's complete plays, regarded as a 
single book,. because they are avail- 
able in one volume; in addition, 
“Hamlet” as 
their favorite, and eight others went 
on record in favor of seattered plays, 
making a total of fifty-six votes for 
Shakespeare — seventeen more than 
were cast for the Bible, second in the 
final ranking. . . 

Next comes “Huckleberry Finn” by 
Mark Twain, with eighteen votes, 
with Stevenson’s “Treasure Island” 
and Hugo’s “Les Miserables” not far 
behind, each mentioned in sixteen

One of the striking features of the 
final result igs the strong showing 
made by the poets. Three English 
poets are ranked among the first 
twenty titles—Browning, Keats, and 
helley, in the order named. 

A book scarcely two years old is 
twentieth on the list—‘““The Outline 
of History,” by H. G,: Wells. 

The persistent play of personality 
in the determination of these rankingr 
is quite marked. Most of the lists 
are vividly chatacteristic of the tem- 
perament and mood of the folk behind 
them. But thundering generalizations 
are likely to be perilous, The range 
and the variety of the celebrities make 
some surprising groupings. 

Nine rsons, for instance, cast 
their ballot for Defoe’s ‘‘Robinson 
Crusoe,” and here are their names: 

Gilda Gray, the dancer, incarna- 
tion of what remains of. night life | 
on Broadway; Zane Grey, novelist 
of the great open spaces, where men 
are men; Irvin Cobb, of Paducah, 
Kentucky, and Park Row, New York; 
Hon. James M. Curley, mayor of 
Boston; Louis Mann, actor; Dan 
Beard, expert on bird life and boy 
scouts: Samuel Gompers, labor lead- 
er; and Harold Bauer, virtuoso of the 
piano. 

Only’ Two Living in First Ten. 

Only two living writers, it will be 
observed, are listed among the first 
ten in order of popularity—Rud- 
yard Kipling, and H. G. Wells, Yet 
no single work of Kipling is listed 
among the first twenty books, and 
“The Outline of History” barely qual- | 
ifies as number twenty. 

This is due to the fact that Kip- 
ling’s total of twenty-eight votes and 
Wells’ of twenty-one are broken up 
among many of their books, Thirteen 
of Kipling’s titles, ranging from “The 
Jungle Books” to “Tht Seven Seas” 
received votes, the most popular work 
being “Kim,” which received six. 

Similarly eight of the Wells books 
were in the running, “Tono-Bungay” 
being the most popular of the novels. 
With the exception of “The Outline 
of History,” the early work of Wells 
and: Kipling is much more favored 
than their current or more recent 
books. ~ 

The list of the ten leading Ameri- 
can authors offers a. few surprises, 
although the ptemier position of 
Mark Twain was donbtless to be ex- 
pected. Few. woulc have predicted 
that Ralph Waldo Emerson would 
outvote Poe and Bret Harte, and 
that James Branch Cabell would share 
with Hendrik Willem Van Loon and 
Booth Tarkington the distinction of 
being the only living authors among 
the ten. 

A renaissance of interest in the 
South seas and the rediscovery of 
Herman Melville as one of the might- 
iest creative forces in American liter- 
ature account for the listing of the 
author “Moby-Dick.” 

The grouping of the living authors 
iwho scored highest, regardless of coun- 
| try, reveals the undisputed leadership 
of Kipling and Wells, with a Polish 
man of the sea and British man of 
letters, Joseph Conrad, in third place. 
followed by a Frenchman and [Irish- 
man ranked together. Anatole France 
and George Bernard Shaw. Directly 
behind comes Thozas Hardy, whose 
vote is scattered among five of his 
novels, “Tess” predominating, and Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle, whose strength 
is massed solidly behind the Sherlock 
Holmes stories of yesteryear. Px- 
cept for Romain Rolland, who scores 
entirely on “Jean-Christophe,” and 
Knut Hamsun. who qualifies by “The 
Growth of Soil” alone. the remaining 
names are American: Tarkington, Ca- 
bel and Van soon—the last-named 
being Dutch by birth and American 
by adoption. 

“Huck” Far in Lead. 

Next to “David Copperfield,” which 
scored highest, the most popular work 
of Dickens appears to be “Pickwick / 
Papers,” hard pressed by “A Tale of 
Two Cities” and “Great Expecta- 
tions,” five other works receiving only 
seattered support. : 
“Huckleberry Finn” ig more than 
twice as popular as “Tom Sawyer” 
and the nearest rival among the Mark 
Twain titles, “A Connecticut Yankee,” 
is. far behind, with “Innocents 
Abroad,” “Joan of Arc,” “The Mys- 
terious Stranger” and a few other 
works reteiving only stray votes.

In planning your meals and in 
choosing your recipes make it a point 
to use up all whftes and egg yolks. 
If possible select recipes that dispose 
of the eggs evenly. If not, choose 
recipes that complement each other. 
To be sure‘it is possible to save left-. 
over egg whites and egg yolks. They 
should be put away in the refrigera- 
tor. A little water should be poured 
over the top of the yolks so that they 
will not become dried. But the 
chances are that, once in the refrig- 
erator, you will forget that you have 
them on hand, and a day or so later 
when you look over the contents of 
your refrigerator you will have to 
throw them away. 

In preparing croquettes and’ other 
foods to fry in deep fat, it is usual 
to dip them in egg white which, cvok- 
ing immediately in the hot fat, 
vents the fat from soaking in. So, it 
possible, use your egg yolk to enrich 
the croguette on which you use the 
white. Thus a standard recipe for 
croquettes calls. for two cups of 
minced meat, a half cup of very thick 
white sauce and. an egg yolk, while 
the white with a teaspoon of water 
added is used to dip the croquettes in 
before rolling them in fine crumbs. 

In making custards the best results 
are always obtained if only the yolk 
is used. The custard is never so 
smooth if all the egg is used. To use 
up the white, a good plan is to make 
your custard dessert into “floating 
islands.” To do this whip the eg 
whites, adding a little confectioner’s 
sugar, and a bit of fruit juice if you 
like for flavoring; and add this at 
the last thing to the custard. If you 
wish to let the “islands” stand for 
some time then it is better to poach 
the beaten egg whites on hot water 
before placing on the custard. 

In making layer cake in which the 
egg white is needed for frosting, you 
can usually find a recipe in which 
you can make use of an extza yolk or 
two. If you make your own mayon- 
naise, then you will have left-over egg 
whites which might be at once made 
into some sort of fruit “whip.”

® Diarrhea. 

Infantile diarrhea is a danger sig- 
nal which should be heeded at once. 
Extra precautions and proper care 
om the past of the mother, especially 
during the warm summer months, will 
do much to carry baby safely through 
this dangerous period. 
* Diarrhea should be carefully guard- 
yed against at all times, for even a 
slight attack may, unless promptly 
and correctly treated, Jead to severe 
complications. A doctor should be 
consulted for even slight attacks. If, 
however, a doctor is not obtainable, 
or is unavoidably delayed, it would be 
advisable to discontinue all food for 
twenty-four hours, giving only plain 
boiled water or barley water. After 
twenty-four hours, if baby has im- 
proved, try a very weak mixture (say 
half the strength of the usual formula 
given according to the normal baby's 
age) and increase the strength grad- 
ually according to baby’s condition. 
It usually takes from ten days to two 
weeks to restore the normal condition 
of the digestive tract. A second at- 
tack of illness occurs more readily 
than the first. ‘ 

Diarrhea is far more frequent. in 
Summer than in winter. because the 
baby is. directly affected by hot 
weather with the result that his food 
is not so easily digested. and this

Enrique Tiraboschi Swims 
Eng. Channel in Record Time 


Fortunate Turns in Tide’ 


Helps Argentine Swim- 
mer Cut Five Hours Off 
- Record. 


Dover, England, August 12.—(By 
the Associated Press).—Enrique ‘Tira- 
‘boschi, Argentine swimmer, landed 
here at 12:35 o'clock this afternoon 
after swimming the English channel 
from Cape Griz-nes, France, in the 
record time of 16 hours and 35 min- 
utes. 

After 18 hours and 10 minutes in 
the water, Charles Toth, of Bostun, 
. Mass., abandoned his attempt to swim 
the channel at 6:45 o'clock this morn- 
ing. He was within 2 1-2 miles of 


the English coast when he gave up. be 


With the landing of Tirabochi, tne 
channel twice has been conquered 
within a week by swimmers. | 

With fortunate turns in the tide, 
Tirabochi took nine hours less for 
his journey from the French side of 
the waterway to Dover than Henry 
Sullivan, of Lowell, Mass., required 
last week to traverse the route in 
the opposite direction. The Argentine 
also cut 5 hours and 12 minutes off 
the record set in the °70’s by the first 
man to swim the channel, Captain 
Mathew Webb, an Englishman, who 
later lost his life trying to negotiate 
the rapids at Niagara Falls. 

‘The great effort of Tirabochi sapped 
ail his strength. The moment the Ar- 
gentine’s feet touched the bottom a 
few yards frem the _pebble-covered 
beach of Dover, he fell into the arms 
of members of the crowd that had 
cheered the finishing strokes of his 
trudge across the 1-2 mile stretch 
of water. All around him there were 
. people jabbering in English, French. 

talian and Spanish, but Tirabochi 
did not hear them, for his ears were 
filled with water and he “all in.” 
He recovered rapidly however. — 

At 35 minutes past noon Tiraboc- 
chi’s feet touched earth again for the 
first time since he had taken to the 
water at 8 o’clock last night. Be- 
eause of his speed in crossing, Tira- 
bocehi had to contend with only 
“three tides while Sullivan had five to 
fight. Thus, while Sullivan's course 
is described by the letter “W” plus 
one additional line, Tirabocchi’s is 
descrbed by the letter “N.”

“They cannot, having regard _ to 
Great Britain’s heavy material losses 
during and since the war, and to fu- 
ture tax hurdens on its trade, a.lmit 
that other countries are justified in 
claiming that the agreed percentages 
of reparations payments should now 
be further modified or changed in the 
order of priority. 

“But they remain prepared to ask 
for no more in respective for the 
very large sums due by their allies 
than will, together with the repara- 
tion payment by. Germany, meet the 
British war debt to the United States 
government. 

“Their policy in this matter is 
stated in Mr. Bonar. Law's proposal

“I hardly recognized Atlanta when 
I arrived this morning.

“Il was in Afilanta in 1886 and 
worked for The Constitution, but the 
Atlanta of those days was nothing 
compared to the beautiful growing 
city you have today,” he added.
